what is meant by that in the Sentences of 
the Greekes,that aſſure them that remaine 
content with good things, that they ſhall 
live beyond the Occean, where is promi- 
ſed vnto them a full fruition of the chie- 
feſt Ioyes? For there verily, (ſay they;) is 
the Region which is aggrauated neither 
with Raine, Cold, Heate,nor any Mala- 
dies z but the Occean orient and gentle 

blowing Zephrras 15 there very pleaſant. 
But for evill ſoules, they chooſe and ap- 
point ſtormy and wintery places, which 
arefull of wailings,ſchrikings,and how-

T he other, fomcke, of that part which 1s 
now called Gre-1#. Þ| he Prince & chiefe| 
of the 7ralthe kind, was Pytharorasy of 
whom they ſay, that Philoſophie firſt] 
tooke thenamezwho was of ſuch autho» 
ritieamong the Auncients,that by a pre- 
iudiciall opinion, he coucred and ouecr- 
came all others ſentence, and was ſuff1- 
cient enongh for the confirmation of 
euery ſentence whatſoeuer, if ſo be any

For writinges doe teſtifie, that Ferecie: 
the Sirian ſayd, firſt, that the mindes of 
men are ſempiternall,; who was irideed 
an auncient man in the time that Oenems 
raigned : which opinion, his Diſciple 
'Pythagoras molt greatly confirmed; who 
inthe time that T argumw ſuperbus raig- 
ned, came into that part of {ralze which 


ſuch authoritie, that along time after,no 
others ſcemed learned, " |

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- Ofthe lomcke kind, Thates Muhſins was | 


the Prince : a man very notably well | 
learned and wiſe, and therefore ſo much | 
the more admirable to his Schollers, be-

Aſtrologie, to foreſhew the Eclipſes of | 
the Sunne and Moone. To whom ſuc- 

ceeded Anaximander, who left his Scho- | 
lar eAnaximene, the Maiſter of «Anaxs- 
£0ras and Dyogens . After + Anaxa'oras, | 
ſucceeded Archwans his Scholar : After | 
Socrates arole, who by the Oracle of 
Apollo, was iudged the wiſeſt of all men, | 


{| andleft very many follawers of his Phi- | 


| loſophie, whoſe ſtudic was chiefly con- |

uerſantin the diſceptation & reaſoning ' 
of Morall queſtions. After him, follo-| 
wed Plyto, who,as Apulemws teſtifieth, was | 
firſt called Ariſtotle: but afterward, be- 

cauſe of the largenes of his breaſt, he was | 
named Plats : who was endued with | 
ſuchan excellencie of Philoſophie and | 
finenefle of Manners, that as it were, ſit- | 
ting in the throne of Wiſedome, ſeemed, | 
by a certaine receiued authoririe to beare

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were after him . Afterwarde aroſe his

ned the world with manifold preceptes, 
| and ſundry beates of Philoſophie zand 
the miſt as it were, being wiped away 
from the eycs, repayr<d the mindes of 
men, that the tructh for euer might be 
continued among them. After the death 
of Plato, there ſucceeded alſo in the 
Schoole, which 1s called Accademia, P/en- 
2»ws his ſiſters Sonne, and Zenocrates : 
and for this cauſe, both they themſelues, 
and alſo their ſucceſlours, were called 
Academickes, whom it pleaſed rather to 
follow Pleto then Ariſtotle, who inltitu- 
red the ſet of the *Peripateri:kes, becauſe 
thathe was accuſtomed to diſp:1te walk- 
ing: amongſt whom was ennobled P16- 
ta, Porphyrins, and Aprlcarcs ffer, and

Did not the 
orcat King Cyrus (as Tally doth witnes ) 
ſay vato hts Sonnes when he lay on his 
death-bed: Doe not thinke,6 my ſonnes, 
| that when I ſhall depart from you, | ſhall 
neuer be againe,or be none at al?for the 
while that I have been with you, you 
| neuer did ſee my Minde or Soule : you 
{aw nothing but this Body that I beare: 
belicue therefore that Iam, and ſhalbe,

Moreover, G alarsfa the MMahomet, and 
the auncicnt elders of the Mahemrrs, ac- 
cording to the traditions of their Law, 
doe beleeve and preach, that the dead 
ſhall rife againe, and ſhall cate & drinke 
delicate thinges , and ſhall haue many 
faire Women, which they ſhall embrace 
and-yſe at their pleaſure : For Marcus 
declaring the conditions of the Eaſt 
Countrics , fayth, thatthe T arrarians doe 
ſoimpudently deceive therpſelues, that 
 ifa Young tan anda Mayde do die vn- 
maryed,they cauſe them to be eſpowſed 
and that very ſolemnly, before they be 
buricd; that ſo1a the life to come, they 
may more freely enioy their pleaſures. 
Touching «r:/tetlc what hethought 
ofthe immortalitie ofthe ſoule, many had 
rather doubt with the ſubtile DoRor, 
then raſhly to define : ſceing that a-

the Philoſophers, Plaro had the beſt 


tudgement, what beconimeth of Men 
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| if notwithſtanding (ſaith he,) they lead 
| their lives righteouſly and holily,then ſo 
 ſoone as the Soules arcdeliucred from 
their bodyes, they are recciued into the 
| boſorte of the Gods themſelues: Butthey 
being vnmindfull of ſupernall thinges, 
doc refuſe them as things connexed, and | 
doe againe begin to be willing to enter 
into their bod yes againe. For ſpeaking 
of which out of Plato his doQtrine, Urrgull 
1s very greatly commended : Fherefore 
hee thought, that the Soules of mortall 
[ . . . 

men, were alwayes able to abide in their 
bedyesz but through the neceſitie of 
death, muſt needes be diſloiued : And 
that they are not ableneither to cndure 
perpetually without their bodyes but 
thought, that by enterchangeable cour- 
ſes,the living becamedead, and the dead 
become liung indefinitely and for cuer- 
more. But in this, doe Wiſe-men differ 
| from othersz that ſtraight-way after 
death, they are carried vnto the Stars; & 
that cuery one reſteth very long in thar 
Starre that 1s agreeable or meete Br him: | 
| and at length, forgetfull of his old miſe- 


ries, and ouercommed with deſire of ha- 
uving

ning his body, returneth againe to the 
labours and ſorrowes of mortall men. 
Therfore by amoſt hard condition doth 
Plato make the Soules of men, yea enen 
of the wiſc(t, to be happie and bleſſed: 

Vato whom are not ſuch bodies diſtri- 
buted, as with which they may liuec al- 
wayes and immortally ; neither without 
them can endure in cternall puritie, but 
doe ſometime, though not immediatly, 
yctat the length, delire to returne vnto 
the bodies : And ſo indefinitely doe by 
courſe, returneagaine into diuers bodies, 

vntill the great yeare, in the which they 
ſhall haue againe their owne bodies,and

all thinges (hall come againe vnto their 


| firſt eſtate. And thoſe that haue ledde a 


fooliſh life, hee thought, thould come 
ynto bodies due to theic deſertes, whe- 


therof Men or of Beaſtes 2 and 0 long 
toliuz miſerably in them, vntill they be 


| ſcoured trom their filthineſle, and their 


crrours moderared, be redacted ynto the 
rule of rcaſqn and temperance and (o at 
length, delerve. co come vnto the ho- 
nour of tixcir firie eltate,, But Porphories 


doth not onely, remooue from mens 


Soules | 
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Soules the bodies of Beaſtes,but alſo wil) 
haue the Soules of Wiſe-men fo to be de- 
ligncred from the bonds of the bodie,that 
fleeing vtterly from cuerie bodie, arc 
kept bleſſed with the Father for cuer- 
more, 

Itis a fooliſh thing to ſpeake of that 
life which cannot be mot} bleſled, vn- 
leſle there may be a moſt ſure certaintic 
of thetelicitic of it : and for the bleſſed 
Soules to deſire the blot of corruptible 
Bodies,and to returnebacke againe vn- 
to them: as though there needed a « =reat 
Purgation, and an iniquination and de- 
filing to be required . 

Truely the ſentence of Por»birins is to 
be preferred before theirs,that will cuer- 
more haue a changing of bleſledneſle 
& milerie : : Yetnotwithſtanding, he wall 
haue the ſoules of wicked men,to go into 
other humaine bodies, that they -might 
be purged in them: Andthen when they 
be purged, without any returning to 
their old miſeries, hee placeth them in 
cternall felicitie:For it ſhamed Porpheriyes 
to ſay, that che Soules ofmen are poſted 
backe againe into-beaſtial] bodies, 
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tweene themſclues, I belecue that they 
alſo ſhould haue ſcene that it is aconſe- 
nk that Soules doe returne to their 

adics,and ſhould receiue ſach thinges, 
as whereby they might liue blefledly 


and immortally : Becauſe according to | 


Plaro, the holy Soules alfo, ſhall returne 
to humaine bodies : According Yo Por-

this world. Porphiris therefore may ſay

muſtnot be eſchewed; but a body pro- 
per and incorruptible,muſt be recciued; 
wherein they may more conueniehitly 
reioyce, then waile and lament in any 
that is corruptible : So ſhall there be 1n 
them no direfull wretchedaeſle and ca- 
lamiticz which Ungif concludeth out of

call reaſons. But for this Opinion, That 
the Soule 15 {mmorrtall, there are more | 
effeuall perſwaſiens, and'more Topi-| 
call reaſons, then for the contraric opini- 
{ on : Yea for that part, the reaſons arc 
| moſt flender : neither have they ſcarſely 
any ſhadow of probabilicie; for all the 
reaſons wherewith they goe about to 
4mpugne the Immortalitie of the Soule, 
arc founded in errour, or on a falſc 


| ground; 
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ground ; as arctheſe wherevnto all (for 
che moſt part) doe leane. If the Soule 
ſhould be Immortall, it ſhould follow, 
that all the] Sonles ſhould be perpetually 
idle and deprived of their proper. a&. 
But this Reaſon is grounded on two 
thinges : whereot both are falſe and er- 
roncous.

thinges without any great proofe,, by 
mineline and conforming themſelues to

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imputed a povnt of ſhamefaſtneſle; ra- 
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hard Queſtions (Caithhe,) it ts tobe try- 
ed, which thing we ſhould ſap, is the woz- 
thy thing. Repnting Promptitude to be 
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ther then of bouldneſle. Tfany do ſtand 

on Philoſopines part, and doth loue few | 
ſufficiencies of that thing whereof we | 
haue very great doubtinges, whence few | 
ſufficiencies & perſwaſtions vſually hane | 
ſufficed Philoſophers, where they were | 
not able to attaime to greater thinges : | 
neither did they contradi&t the princi- | 
ples of Philoſophic, or the opinions of | 
their predcceſſours ; wherein Philoſo- 


hers on all fides reſted, becaufe of their | 
| 


probable probations, and ſometime for 
the aſſertions of their formorsz becauſe 
ofnecc{lariercaſon. 

And in the ſame Chapter, De ay: aſfr1, | 
d:icunt e/Egwry er Babilone crc, Df other | 
Starres, doe ipeake the Z2:ptians and 
Babilonians, from whom wee hatte many , 
thinges that wee doe beleevue of every one } 
of thoſe Starrcs : But in the friences of ! 
Aſtrologie and Aftronowmie, hane flouri- | 
ſhed the ſonnes of Scth, Noe, Abraham, | 
Salomon, aud the huly Fathtece 3 which ;

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haue taught Philoſophers , of ſecrets 
| Celefttall and Diuine : vnto the which 
{ they coglv not haue actained by humaine 
ſtrength and naturall reaſon, But [oſephws 
in the firſt Booke of the Antiquities of the 
levies, fayth : That Seth, when he came to 
that age, that could diſcerne good 


| Virtue; and when he was become an 
excellent man, he left his Sonnes to be 
followers of himſelfc; they all berng the 
Sonnes of a good Father, tarryed in the 
any vexation and firſt found out the 
diſcipline andlearning of thinges Cele- 
| ſtiall, and the trimnefle of them. And 

leaſt they ſhould ſlide away from men, 
and vtterly periſh, ſeeing they had lear- 
ned of «Ada, that there ſhould be one 
extermination of all thinges by Fire, 
| and an other by the power and force of 
Water they made two Pillars, one of 
| Braſſe, and an other of Stone,and wrote 
therein what they had found out of Ce- 


tomen, the knowledge of Celeſtiall ſe- 
crets. 
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leſtiall thinges,thatthey might leaue vn- | 


thinges, gaue him ſelfe to the ſtudic of

fame Land, living moſt happily without | 
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And inthe Secrets of Secrets,it is ſaid 
That the glorious GOD, hath ordained | 
the meane and remedic to temper Hu-, 
mors, and preſcrue Health; and how to 
get many other thinges. And hathreuca- 
ted It to Prophets and Holy men, and 
others, whom hefore-choſe and illuſtra- | 
ted with the ſpirit ofhis Wiſedome . Of 
theſc,the men thatfollowed, had the be- 
ginning and origina!l of Philoſophie; 
e/Epiptians, Greekes, Latines : from whom 
the latter have drawne and written the 
principles of Artes and Sciences. And 
(ſayth he to «Alexander, ) it is mecte and 
worthy, that he know noble Philicke, 
whichis ſayd to be a glory incſtimable, 
and 1s called, The Treaſure of Philoſo- 
phers.I truely hane neuer trucly or per- 
fealy enough learned 1t : neither doe I 
know who it was that inuented it. Some 
affirme, that «Adam was the inucntor 
thereof. Some ſay that it was Eſcu/apins, 
and Hermozexe the Philition &#5rſos and 
Domaſiis, and eMatildos htbrevees, and 
Dieri, and Corus, glorious Philoſophers. 
Many ſay, that Henoob by a viſion knew 
this ſecret ; whom inany will haucto be 

that | 
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that great Hermogenes whom the Greekes 
do prayſe, and tohim commend all Sci- 
enceſecret & celeſtiall. Wherefore in the 
Prologue of the Books of Hermes Mercu- 
rius Triplex Triſmegiftus, it is thus ſayd : 
We readin old Hiftories of Dwines, that 


the firſt was Henoch, who is alſo. called 
Fierme,and Mercurte, Theſecond, Noe 
who was called Hermes : for he (as Albn: 
mutar witnefleth) was a greatProphet, 
andfirſt builded & peopled Babilon after 
theFlood,and inl{truted them in know- 
ledgeand learning. His ſonne Sew: alſo 
targht the Babontins or Caldeans , and 
deltwwered'vato them the ſcience of the 
Starres, The third, was called Heme 
HMerenrins Triplex, becauſe he was a King, 
a Phitoſopher, & a Prophet : hee fiourt- 
ſhed after the Flood, & with great equitie 
zouerned the Kinsdomeof &/£2:pr, and 
clearely brightencd Aſtronomie. And in 
the Booke of the Death of Ari/torle, it 15 
faid;that, After Noe, was Abrahim borne, 
who being wiſer then all, did thorowly 
come to the great degree of Philoſophie: 
| forhe knew that Sand Luna had a farit 
| | moouer, 
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there were Three Philoſophers «whereof 
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moouer, and therefore he followed not 
the way of his Father, neither ofhis Kin- 
| dred, that worſhipped Idols: But (as Zo- 
[ /ephus witneſſeth in his Booke of the Ay- 
tiquitics of the lewes, ) hee preuayled to 
change & innouate that opimon, which 
then all had of God : for hee fir{t preſu- 
med to pronounce Gad, one God to be 
the only Creator of all things : for he, ac- 
cording to the Hiſtories of the Calarans, 
taught the e/gyiptians Arichmerticke, and 
alſo Aſtronomie, Theſe, and many other 
| ſecrets, were planted in «£21!,which are 
knowne to haue come to the Greckes, 

By the dodtrines therefore of theſe Fa- 
thers, 1}luminated from Hcaucn, the Ph1- 


| med,as it were ſtrengthned by the Ora- 
clesof Prophets, hauc conſcribed many 
elorious Sciences, which they. could not 
attaine vnto by the force of mans witte. 
Did not Plato ge into , £212 to learne 
| Aftrologie? And there(asit1s thought of 
all for the moſt part) hee learned what 
great thinges ſocuer were there had and 
taught. Andchictely theſe things which 
|areknowne to beagrecing to our Fayth. 


loſophers that came'after, being infor- |

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Not that Hicremias, as ſome ſuppoſe,ſaw 
orread the Tranſlation of the Seauentie: 
For Plat» was borne almoſt an hundred 
yeares, frem the time that 7eremie pro- 
phecied: Who ſeeing that he liued foure- 
{core yeares and one; from the yeareof 
{ his death, to thetranſlation ofthe ſcauen- 
| tie Interpreaters, are found threeſcore 
{ yeares : Wherefore Jeremie could neither

| Scriptures, ſceing heewas deadſolong

Greeke tongue. But becauſe he wasa man 
of a very ſharpe witte, as the , £giptians 
fare, hee ſodid learne the forefayd holy 
Scriptures by an Interpreater ; as thoſe 
thingesin T :meo, which hee there wrote 
of the tructh of our Religion, doc wit- 

| ncſle; Out of E2ir, they ſay, that Plato 

| came into /rabe, and there learned all the

{mortalitic of mens Soules, hee did not 
{ onely percetueand know the ſame that 
Pychagaras did, but alſo brought and ad- 
{ ded thereunto reaſons, which they afore 
him{in a mancr) did not.
